= &)) Hl! minſter the nineteenth day of March in the yeere of our raigne of 
| | . England, Frante and Ireland the firſt, and of Stotland the ſeuen 
and thirtieth; It was amongſt other things Enacted, That no wo⸗ 
man noꝛ any childe vnder the age of one and twenty peeres (Extept 
Saplers oꝛ Shipboyes oz Appꝛentite, oꝛ Factoz of ſome Merchant 
in trade of Merchandtze) ſhould bee permitted to paſſe ouer the 
Seas extept the ſame ſhould be by licence of vs, our Heires oz Duc- 
teſſoꝛs, oꝛ ſome ſire oꝛ moꝛe of our pꝛiuy Countell, thereunto firſt had vnder their handes, vpon 
paine that the Officers ofthe Poꝛt that ſhould willingly oz negligently ſuffer any ſuch to paſſe, 
oꝛ ſhould not enter the names of ſuch Paſſengers licenced, ſhould fozfeit his Office, and all his 
goods and Chattels, And vpon paine that the owner of any Ship oz Ueſſell, that ſhould wit⸗ 
tingly oꝛ willingly tary any ſuch ouer the Seas, without licence as is afozeſaid,(hould foꝛfeit his 
Ship oꝛ Ueſſell, and all the Tackle, And euery Maſteroz Mariner, of oꝛ in any ſuch Ship oz 
Ueſſell, offending as is afozeſaid , ſhould fozfeit all their goods, and ſuffer impꝛilonment by the 
ſpace oktwelue moneths without Baile, o2 Mainepziſe, As by the latde Atte of Parliament a- 
mongſt other things may moze at large appeare: 

And whercas many ſuch our Subiects, That is to ſay , Women and perſons vnder the age 
of twenty and one peeres, haue from time to time iuſt and neceſſary caules and occaſions to goe 
and paſſe ouer the Seas, Jn which caſes foꝛ euery ſuch women and perſons vnder the age of 
twenty and one peeres to obteine ſuch litente, either from our ſelues, oꝛ from ſire ofour ſaid Pꝛi⸗ 
up Counlel accoꝛding to the ſaid Taw, is very intonuenient, andalmoſt impoſſible ; Wee haue 
therefoꝛe thought conucntent, foꝛ the eaſe aſwell of our lelfe and our ſaid Counſell, as of ſuch of 
our Subiects as are of the condition mentioned in the ſaide Acte of Parliament, to graunt our 
Commiſſion to perſons of truſt in tertaine Poꝛts of our Realme, lying moſt apt and tonuenient 
fo: paſſage, That is to ſay, London, the Cinque Pozts, Harwich, Yarmouth, Hull, and wap⸗ 
mouth,tolicence ſuch women and perſons vnder the age of twenty and one peeres as ſhall haue 
iuſt cauſe to paſſe out of our Realme,vpon due examination had ok them to paſſe without peril 
to themlelues, oz the Officers of our ſaid Pozts, Notwithſtanding the ſaid Statute oꝛ any thing 
therein conteined. And we haue thought it fit to giue publique knowledge hereofto al our Sub- 
tects,and to all our Officers whom it may concerne, to the ende they may know what ſhall bee 


lawfull foꝛ them to doe in thoſe caſes,
